Union Orders 
Strike Growers 
‘No Comment’ 


The Glades faces a general 
strike called by the United 
Packinghouse, Food and Al- 
lied Workers of America, Agri- 
cultural Workers Local 1242. 

The effects of the strike are 
undetermined. 

In Pahokee, Tuesday bus- 
ses pulled out with workers 
with a large car group of 
strikers refusing to go to work 
and heckling workers loading 
the busses. 


Wednesday, much the same 
type of confusion prevailed. 
Workers are in the fields, but 
some did strike. Two arrests 
were made. One for public 
profanity and . one, Russell 
Buss, for carrying a conceal- 
ed weapon, knife. 

Crew Leaders, for the past 
year, associated with the un- 
ionizing effort, have express- 
„ed dissatification are have said 
they will work during the 
strike and actively recruit 
crews. 


Corn farmers; who held a 
closed meeting Tuesday, are 
not talking about plans except 
to say that they do not plan 
to meet the union demands for 
immediate wage increases 

Several farmers have quoted 
figures in the hundred thou- 
sand dollar range for losses 
expected this year even if they, 
can harvest normally. 


Union demands were pre- 
sented to the farmers. They 
are asking for $.15 for pull- 
ers, $.12 for packers and $.2 
per crate for box makers, 
loaders and rick rackers. Rick 
rackers are the men who close 
the boxes. At a Union meeting 
in Pahokee a list of minimum 
wages were presented. It was, 
$.12 for pullers, $.10 for pac- 
kers and $.1%4 for the other 
three jobs. An attempt was 
made to get general consen- 
sus on this list of prices. Of 
thè 150 to 250 persons atténd- 
ing the rally, estimates differ, 
only about 25 of these voted 
on the proposed wage sche- 
dule. 


Crew Leaders, who have 
met at least four times this 
week, said they don't believe 
the union offers anything to 
the labor, farmer, or crew lea- 
der. They refuse to bargain 
with the farmer, the group 
said, and insist on demanding 
rather than bargaining. The 
group agreed that they did not 
think this was the road to pro- 
gress. 


Crew Leaders went to four 
farmer representatives Tues- 
day and were promised co- 
operation in their efforts 
sign up workers who wanted 
1o work in spite of the strike. 


Sunday leaders. said, 
they met with union represent- 
atives who made promises that 
were not kept. This was the 
final straw that ended the 
crew leaders association with

$.12 because he was taking 
labor about 100 miles away 
to pick poor corn.
